The Debate That Keeps Going and Going 


CITY COUNCIL WILL CONSIDER 
NEW RECOMMENDATIONS ON 
AIRPORT LANDS THIS MONTH. 
WHICH GENERATION’S NEEDS 
WILL THEY UPHOLD? 





Most of us don’t remember a time 
when the Edmonton City Centre 
Airport (ECCA) wasn't being ar- 
gued about. The decades-long debate 
comes in waves, with the most recent 
version bobbing to the surface about 
a year ago. 

Since then, the city has undertaken 
a lengthy public involvement project 
that wrapped up mid-June. The final 
report was presented to council on 
June 24, accompanied by three days 
of public hearings. Along with the 
public consultation report, council 
will consider the now-released ECCA 
Lands Impact Assessment Results 
and any new recommendations aris- 
ing from the hearings in mid-July. It's 
a step forward, but who knows when 
the fate of the airport will be sealed? 

For much of our city’s younger 
population — at least, those who 
haven’t yet reached the over-the-hill 
mark — the opportunity that exists 
in a redeveloped airport is limitless. 
The term “sustainability” pops up in 
nearly every discussion, from arts 
and culture to the more commonly 
recognized environmental and eco- 
nomic sustainability. The argument 
for redevelopment stands firmly on 
the desire for an end to leap frog 
suburban sprawl and an increase in 
urban infill developments. For those 
who prefer the walkability and conve- 


nience of inner-city living, the ECCA 
land is a hidden gem, bursting with 
potential for generations to come. 

This younger set is interested in 
the long term. It doesn’t matter what 
happens in the next two, five, or 10 
years. What matters to them is the 
shape of the city in 30 or 40. “Devel- 
opment is going to take time; it'll be 
done in phases,” says Jordan Schrod- 
er, a local urban design buff who has 
been rallying the troops for the pro- 
shutdown fight for over a year. “The 
business groups who are against the 
closure aren't looking beyond a few 
years. They forget that there are 
generations to come who can make 
much better use of the lands,” 

So what is it about the airport 
lands that differ from, say, the other 
sizeable packets of land in the city’s 
downtown core? Isn't there ample 
room for infill there? That's the argu- 
ment from the anti-closure groups. 
For them, shutting down the airport 
makes no sense if the justification is 
infill development. 

But it’s not just about infill, says 
Schroder. The 217 hectares of airport 
land is in the middle of a prime trans= 
portation hub. With multiple railway 
lines and the Yellowhead bordering 
the space, not to mention the LRT 
expansion, the airport lands repre- 
sent an opportunity for high-density, 
mixed-use development with almost 
instant access to coaches, trains, 
transit, and freeways. According 
to the most recent land assessment 
report, the space can hold 24,300 
residents, create 5,130 jobs and re- 





duce annual property taxes by 2.4 
per cent. 

It's also not going to happen over- 
night. If redevelopment goes ahead, 
the airport won't shut down until 
at least 2015, with construction to 
continue over 25 years. And the en- 
vironmental clean-up aspect hasn't 
been finalized, which could affect the 
timelines significantly. 

Kary Williams is a 31-year-old fi- 
nancial advisor in training. He's also 
the volunteer co-chair for the city’s 
NextGen initiative, which focuses 
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on getting Edmonton youth tuned 
in to civic affairs. “We push hard 
for youth to get involved in the de- 
bate,” he says. “It’s one of the most 
important decisions facing our city 
in terms of urban development and 
economic impact.” Williams lives in 
a downtown condo with his wife. His 
decision to reside in the core was one 
based on convenience and sustain- 
ability. “I love the fact that I can walk 
to any facility 1 need,” he says. “We 
live downtown because its more af- 
fordable, well-designed, and ties us 
into our community.” He sees the 
€CCA debate as an opportunity to 
spark a new way of thinking, but rec- 
ognizes that the process is a long and 
difficult one. “I feel for council,” he 
says. “This isn't an easy decision, but 
at the end of the day, they have to do 
what's best for the average citizen.” 

So what is best for the average 
citizen? Mayor Stephen Mandel has 
been vocal about viewing the debate 
from a position of urban growth, as 
have several city councillors. The 
point, for them, is not just whether or 
not the airport should be shut down 
but how to plan for future growth 
within a sustainable footprint. 

After all, the city grew by 30,000 
people this year and is expected to 
grow by more than a million within 
the next 40. That's a lot of people, 
a lot of housing, and a lot of infra- 
structure to plan for. “We continue to 
sprawl,” says Williams. “It’s not sus- 
tainable from both a taxable point of 
view and an environmental point of 
view. If we develop inside the city, we

already have infrastructure there.” 

“Redevelopment is 
and challenging,” says Schroder. “We 
won't simply open the floodgates to 
development.” Although Schroder is 
very much in support of redevelop- 
ment, he also insists that those on 
the other side need to be a part of the 
process. “They can’t be marginal- 
ized. They have legitimate concerns, 
but at the end of the day, we all have 
to work together.” 

Change is never easy. There is a 
great deal of nostalgia attached to the 
City Centre Airport too. But for the 
pro-shutdown group, what's in store 
for the city in the next 4.0 or 50 years 
is a more pressing issue than keep- 
ing the low-traffic airport alive. The 
€CCA Lands Impact Assessment 
Results agree: by shutting down and 
redeveloping the airport lands, the 
city could gain 18,600 residential 
units, 23 hectares of commercial, 
transportation, and office space, and 
24 hectares for NAIT expansion, not 
to mention $23.5 million in annual 
property taxes. 

Although council will hear recom- 
mendations on July 10, it’s not likely 
a final decision will be made anytime 
soon. And with emotions taking the 
forefront in the debate, any decision 
will certainly elicit strong reactions 
from either camp. “There’s been so 
much noise from both sides,” says 
Schroder. “But council will make 
the right choice in the end. Who will 
benefit from redevelopment are kids 
and youth. But really, the impact will 
be felt by those not even born yet.” _

I certainly hope you all enjoyed your 
Canada Day holiday, which rather 
rudely fell on a Wednesday, too far 
away to take an extended long week- 
end. Canada Day, formerly known 
as Dominion Day, celebrates the an- 
niversary of the founding of Canada 
in 1867. Sir John A. Macdonald — 
statesman, politician, world-class 
alcoholic — was Canada's first prime 
minister. 

But surely you know all this. These 
are elementary Canadian historical 
facts. But if you are a product of the 
Canadian education system, there's a 
pretty good chance that Macdonald 
1867 sounds like the name of an ex- 
pensive brand of whisky rather than 
the name of our first PM and our 
birthdate. 

It's time we faced up to a painful 
fact of Canadian education: when it 
comes to teaching Canadian history, 
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we suck. And Alberta sucks worse 
than any other province. 

Last month, The Dominion Insti- 
tute, those old fuddy-duddies who 
believe Canadians should have at 
least a passing knowledge of our his- 
tory (history is so last year), issued a 
report card on the teaching of Cana- 
dian history in our high schools. Sur- 


to take even one Canadian history 
course to graduate. Canadian his- 
tory, such as it is, is taught under 
the social studies rubric, a catchall 
that includes units on Brazil, Russia, 
Japan, France, China, and the U.S. 
Shockingly, there is only one Cana- 
dian History option available, and 
only in Grade 11, which the institute 


sume he’s correct, because I’ve never 
heard of conics.

prisingly, Quebec — the spoiled brat 
of Confederation, the cradle of sepa- 
ratism, the province that has done its 
best to alienate all other Canadians 
— received the highest grade, with 
a B+. 

Yes, Quebec does a better job of 
teaching Canadian history than any 
other province. Zut alors! 

The worst, with a grade of F? Sas- 
katchewan, Newfoundland, PEI and 
... Alberta. 

As a father who has watched with 
dismay and anger as my three sons 
have complete high school with a 
barely rudimentary knowledge of 
Canadian history, this comes as no 
surprise. Disgraceful and appalling, 
yes. Surprising, no. 

The Dominion Institute found that 
Alberta does not require students 


describes as lacking in curriculum 
support and not particularly popular. 
(It wasn’t even offered as an option in 
my son's school.) Twentieth-century 
Canadian history — which would in- 
clude such trivial events as the two 
world wars — is only “minimally cov- 
ered,” says the report. 

In my opinion, high school edu- 
cation in Alberta is overly skewed 
towards science and math, much of 
it pointless exercises in mathemati- 
cal mumbo jumbo. For example, my 
youngest son, who has been released 
from the school system after serving 
his 12-year sentence, learned about 
“conics” in math class. What, pray 
tell, are conics? Well, as he describes 
it, conics is about angles and shapes 
that occur when you put a plane 
through a cone. I’m going to as- 


their brains the minute they've taken 
their last math final. (Note to math 
and science teachers: save your an- 
gry e-mails about the value of math- 
ematics and science. I’ve head it 
all before. As far as I’m concerned, 
everything you need to know about 
math — how to add, subtract, multi- 
ply and divide — you learn in elemen- 
tary. All the rest is filler.) 

I'm not sure why Canadian history 
gets the shaft in Alberta. I suspect 
there is an institutional bias against 
it because history is often portrayed 
as simply teaching dates and events, 
and because it has no “practical” 
purpose. Alberta schools, in my 
view, lean heavily towards training 
the workforce at the expense of ex- 
panding the mind. Also, nobody is 
interested in what a bunch of dead 


white males did a long time ago, even 
if what those dead white males did so 
long ago made the Canada we live in 
today. 

Alberta is not alone in its disre- 
gard of where we came from. In 
2007, the Dominion Institute found 
that 82 per cent of Canadians aged 
18 to 24 failed a simple 30-question 
test about Canadian history. Only 
46 per cent knew the name of our 
first prime minister, and only 26 per 
cent knew the year of Confedera- 
tion (see opening paragraph for the 
answers). 

Is history important? Absolutely. 
Without a knowledge of history, we 
are mere tenants of our country, not 
residents. How are you~ supposed 
to instill a pride in your country if 
you leave your young people igno- 
rant of its history, its accomplish- 
ments, its failures, its reason for 
being? Anybody in the world can 
learn mathematics or science. Only 
Canadians need to learn Canadian 
history. 

The teaching of Canadian history 
in Alberta schools is a disgrace, and 
Education Minister Dave Hancock 
and the entire Alberta Learning de- 
partment should be forced to sit in a 
corner until they agree to change the 
whole screwed-up system.

By the time you read this, another 
Canada Day will have come and 
gone — and with it, the annual pub- 
lic display of how much surveillance 
and law enforcement manpower it 
takes for Edmontonians to publicly 
observe our nation’s birthday. 

Hard to believe it's already been 
almost a decade since our inaugural 
Festival of Broken Glass, a.k.a. the 
Whyte Avenue Canada Day Riots 
of 2001 that showed us how prone 
we are to getting carried away when 
national pride and rambunctious- 
ness go swimming together in an 
ocean of mass-produced domestic 
beer. Events such as these lead com- 
mentators to trot out phrases about 


a “perfect storm” — that confluence 
of unique conditions that precipitate 
a rare and unpredictable outcome 
— but we can't really talk about that 
particular episode of booze-fuelled 
destruction in such terms when 
representatives of the city’s yahoo 
community have gotten together to 
trash the Ave every time the Oil- 
ers have gotten anywhere in the vi- 
cinity of a Stanley Cup in the past 
eight years. 

And so shall it be that a small 
army of police and aerial supervi- 
sion will evermore be on hand to 
keep high spirits in check on the 
anniversary of Confederation. Were 
we to look this phenomenon in the 
eye, I think we'd see a glint of that 
sense of entitlement that we share 
with the rest of North America, the 
un-self-conscious conviction that we 
deserve comfort and convenience no 
matter at whose expense, but with 
that added dash of Northern Town 
desperation and swagger that can 
turn our public spaces volatile and 
mean in the merest flattening of a 
phone booth.

| Is it a coincidence that almost the 
same number of people turned out 
| at City Hall for the latest instalment 
| of public discussions about a food 
security component of the Munici- 
pal Development Plan, specifically 
| in regard to how to conserve the 


prime agricultural lands of north- 
east Edmonton. If no firm plan of 
action emerged, at least a lot of sen- 
sible things were said about growing 
the local food economy and treat- 
ing food-bearing acres as a public 
resource. But judging from some of 
the city councillors’ questions and 
some of the comments that appeared 
below online coverage of the event, a 
portion of the population still thinks 
this issue is about yuppies having ac- 
cess to overpriced organic carrots at 
the Strathcona farmers’ market, and 
not about building capacity to supply 
some of our food needs locally just in 
case all the food we were expecting 
from thousands of kilometres away 
doesn’t arrive for some reason. 

To them I say, get your hands on 
a copy of The Way We Eat: Creat- 
ing a Viable and Sustainable Food 
Economy, a terse but eye-opening 
document prepared by the Greater 
Edmonton Alliance that envisions 
the positive impacts and communi- 
ty-building opportunities that might 
arise from relying more on Alberta's 
food-producing capabilities, be they 
local farms or neighbourhood gar- 
dening projects. 

The report, available at www.great- 
eredmontonalliance.com, is to some 
degree “aspirational,” as GEA orga- 
nizers like to say, but there’s nothing 
wrong with a little collective dream- 
ing, is there? Who knows, maybe 
such group brainstorming sessions 
will come to replace the tacky spec- 
tacle and conspicuous consumption 
that form the basis of so much pub- 
lic interaction in our great city. Until 
then, we'll always have the patriotic 
potlatch of Canada Day as an annual 
cathartic backlash against the values 
that define us.

Conversation and laughter filter 
down the hallway of St. Bride School 
as volunteers busily sort, weigh, and 
distribute fruits and vegetables into 
the dozens of reusable grocery bags 
that line the tables. It’s pick-up day 
at the Wecan Food Basket Society, 
and about 40 bags need to be filled 
before members arrive. For $20, 
members receive three types of veg- 
etables, three fruits, and three cuts 
of meat, which saves them up to 25 


| per cent of what they'd normally 


spend in a grocery store. As more 


Sister Patricia Mary, whom she met 
while working at a local woman's 
shelter. “We talked-about it and de- 
cided that it would work really well 
here,” she says. “Our first depot 
was in Abbotsfield and then another 
in Millwoods, then Jasper Place. It 
quickly grew from there.” Currently, 
there are 25 Wecan depots around 
the city. 

Wecan Food Society's team of 98 
volunteers coordinate the purchase, 
packing, and distribution of fresh 
produce and meat to about 725 fami- 
lies in Edmonton. The program not 
only helps people access fresh, af- 
fordable food, but it also offers rec- 
ipe tips and budgeting advice. “This 
is not a charity,” Vereyken says. 


students, and groups are welcome. 
Jennifer King, coordinator for the 
Bonnie Doon depot and co-chair of 
the society, has been a member of 
the program for several years. “For 
me, it's great savings, even though 
we aren't a low-income family,” she 
says. “I pick up for co-workers and 
half my family is involved in the pro- 
gram. Everyone likes to save some 
money.” 

And since the program buys in 
bulk, the more money in the bank 
the greater the purchasing power. 
“Seven hundred families can buy 
cheaper food than 300,” says King. 
“The more we buy, the better the 
price.” The savings are passed on to 
members in the form of more food 
for their money. It’s good food, too:— 
supplies are collected from The Gro- 
cery People on the morning of pick- 
up day. 

During the last few months, Wecan 
has seen a surge in membership. The 
number of participants has doubled 
since last fall, which Vereyken attri- 
butes to a widespread recognition of 
the reality of our current recession. 
“Everyone has been affected,” she 
says. “The reality is, we are going 
through hard times. But we all need 
good food too.” 

Word of mouth is the program’s 
number-one One new 
member, Bonnie Joseph, has been 
driving in from Tofield every month

friend since hearing about the pro- 
gram a few months ago.

In her work, Vereyken noted the 
many families faced 
when budgeting a fixed income.

“Paycheques come in once a month,” 
she says, “and the money is some- 
times gone by the third week.” As 
the backbone of the Canada Food 
Guide, fresh food is vital for good 
health, yet it's often the first thing 
that gets dropped when money is 
tight. 

Vereyken was inspired by a similar 
group in Washington, D.C. run by 


“We help people stretch their bud- 
get. You have to take responsibility, 
plan ahead of time. There's a certain 
amount of accountability when you 
have to pay.” Members pay for their 
basket at the beginning of the month 
for the end-of-the month pick-up, 
which is usually on the third Thurs- 
day or Friday. “It's like having food in 
the bank,” says Vereyken. 

The basket changes a bit each 
month, with seasonal fruits and 
vegetables included to ensure some 
variety. During the summer, straw- 
berries, or nectarines might replace 
oranges, and the group tries to mix 
up the cuts of meat once in a while 
too. One kilogram of potatoes and 
bananas and a half-kilo of ground 
beef are standard fare. This month's 
basket added a pineapple, cauliflow- 
er, an English cucumber, chicken 
thighs, apples, and a pork loin roast 
to the usual roster. 

Although the program is especially 
helpful for those with limited income, 
you don't need to be in financial need 
to join — all families, individuals, 


on a fixed income, this is wonderful,” 
she says. She'd like to see a similar 
program open up in her hometown, 
but for now she thinks there might 
be too much red tape to deal with. “If 
I could,” she says, “I'd bring orders 
to everyone.” Similarly, Bev Ritchie 
heard about the program through a 
friend six months ago. “The food is 
excellent and it helps out a lot finan- 
cially,” she says. Joseph has told oth- 
ers about the food cooperative and 
intends to remain a member for as 
long as the program runs. 

King and Vereyken spend the bet- 
ter part of the day at the depot on 
pickup days. As members trickle 
in to collect their goods, King signs 
them in and adds the meat to their 
bags of food. Both women are quite 
familiar with each of the members; 
some have been coming to the depot 
every month for years, others for 
only a few months. It’s a quick but 
pleasant transaction that can greatly 
affect the lives of participants. 

“There’s no shame in that,” says 
Joseph. “It makes a big difference.”

Lifestyle” now, and apparently everyone is living it. Or at least 50 million people in North 
America, according to a study by Dr. Curtis Bergstrand at Bellarmine University in Kentucky. 
AdultFriendFinder.com, one of the oldest sites for, well, adult friend finding, has over 30 mil- 
lion members, with an additional 20,000 people joining on a good day. And Edmonton is 
home to four — count 'em! four! — Lifestyle Clubs for meeting and greeting and whatever else 
you do at a Lifestyle Club 

Which I’m about to find out. 

But first, | want to talk to some swingers, or Lifestylers, to find out what to expect. Which 
shouldn't be hard to do, since I have 50 million people on the continent to choose from. 

Except no one’s talking. Swinging seems to be the final taboo. In a sex-obsessed culture 
where everyone talks about everything — and on network television, no less — swingers are

the last to kiss and tell. Discretion and anonymity are the watchwords, with real and severe 


consequences, including job loss and family disownment, should they be discovered. For that 
reason, everyone appearing in this article, even me (as I work with children in other aspects of 
my life, and I don't want folks to draw false conclusions after a quick Google search) are here 
under false names. 

So I've searched for weeks to find brave swingers willing to talk to me. I understand the un- 
willingness to air one’s clean and dirty laundry in the public arena of an alternative newspaper. 
But | also have to question why, especially if people know their identities will be protected, no 
one wants to talk. 

Finally, through a friend of a friend of a friend of a friend, I find a couple who is willing to 
talk about their little secret. “We've been swinging for about two years,” says the woman I'll 
call Katie. Katie is much like me. In her thirties, professional, well-educated, married. In fact, 

Katie rather fits the mould for female swingers, according to Bergstrand’s research. She was 
31 when she and her husband started swinging, and had been married for almost 10 years 
before they joined the Lifestyle. They are also actively religious — also common, according 
to Bergstrand. And her reason for doing it is also the most common response: “It makes life 
just that much more exciting,” she says with a cheeky grin. 
Katie's husband — I'll call him Charles — agrees. “Before we started swinging, we were 
caught in the nine-to-five grind. We had a mortgage, full-time jobs, a dog. We still have all 
those things, but now the grind is gone. We have a lot of fun.” 

Just how much fun, I want to know. “We'll go to the clubs a couple times a month,” says Ka- 
tie, “Or we'll meet people we've found online. We're pretty active, but it's not our whole lives,” 
she’s quick to reassure. She also belongs to a book club. 

So now for what I really want to know. What happens at a Lifestyle club? “Not a whole lot,” 
says Charles. 

Really? That's disappointing. But I’m also kind of relieved. 

“I mean, sure, stuff happens,” says Katie. “But most of the really juicy stuff happens off-site. 
It's more of a place to meet people.” : 

And by “juicy stuff,” Katie means whatever your imagination can summon, all within the 
confines of adult consent. From straight, full swap (i.e., trading partners with another couple) 
to orgy-rific fun with one or two or as many more partners as you'd like to the more gentle 
of options — “play,” meaning heavy petting with any or all members of a group of whatever 
size you determine. BDSM activities are also popular, with gentle (or not so gentle, depend- 
ing on your predilections) flogging and bondage all part of the fun. And by the way, says 
Katie, “the Lifestyle isn’t just about swinging; it's about open-minded play and woman-centred 
sexuality.” 

Open-minded play and woman-centred sexuality. It sounds like a brochure. I almost expect 
Katie to whip one out of her purse. But what does that really mean? 

“It means that Lifestylers truly revere women,” says Charles as Katie nods enthusiastically. 
“Women control the activities, and it's all about female satisfaction,” says Charles. Katie nods 
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again, her grin even a little brighter. 
Charles regales me for some time on the benefits of the Lifestyle for women. “It's a 
chance for a woman to embrace her sexuality and to have a wide range of experiences with 


the safety of her partner,” he says. “It’s so much better than exploring these things outside of 


a relationship, because she always has her partner to look out for her.” 

Katie continues to nod and grin. So I ask her. “Oh, yes,” she says. “I find it very fulfilling. I 
can pursue fantasies, but I always have my anchor in my husband.” She's still nodding 

How did they get into it, I ask? “We were married for 10 years,” Charles says, “and frankly a 
little bored. With ourselves, our lives. We were having some trouble, and thought about split- 
ting up.” 

“But we didn't,” says Katie, fervently. “The Lifestyle saved us.” 

Perhaps my face reveals what my brain is thinking, that I have a hard time believing that 
sleeping with someone else is going to save your marriage, because Katie quickly jumps in with 
“I know it sounds strange but it really works for us.” 

Hey, to each his own. 

[have to admit that throughout our conversation, I’m struggling hard not to judge. I have an 
overwhelming urge to critically dissect each statement they make and view it with a psycholo- 
gist’s eye. Which surprises me, because I like to think that I’m an accepting, open-minded, 
liberal person, I like Charles and Katie, but there's something in their proselytizing air that I 
find, frankly, threatening. 

Or maybe I’m just nervous about going to the swingers’ club 

My mother doesn't help. “Don't do it,” she says, when I tell her where I’m headed for the sake 
of research. “They'll rape you at the door.” 

My mother is not the only one picturing images of Caligula’s cave. Residents along Edmon- 
ton’s Stony Plain Road have been up in arms for months at the prospect of a new swingers’ 
club moving into part of the former Jasper Cinema, claiming that a sex club will lower prop- 
erty values and cause the neighbourhood to go to pot. And this is a neighbourhood of pawn-

shops and porn stores. 

As the hours count down to our grand entrance at the club, I get more and more nervous. 
My husband tries to be reassuring. “Don't worry,” he says. “I know kung fu. Well, at least, I’ve 
seen it on TV.” 

Thanks, honey. Which leads me to question, what will we see at the club? What will the 
people be like? Sure, Katie and Charles seemed normal, nice, even. Is their normal act a cover 
for rash violence and drug use? Will we be raped at the door? 

Finally the time has come. And, as it turns out, the only rape at the door is to our wallet 
A steep club fee is charged to pay for the privilege of meeting and mingling with people who 
may or may not want to sleep with us. Which makes me wonder; it’s hard enough to meet one 
person's criteria when dating as a single. Is dating as a couple even harder? How can anyone 
(or any two) meet two people's ideals for sexual compatibility? 

We walk into a large-ish room. Leather couches to our right, a bar to our left. A small dance 
floor. A few tables and chairs, a pool table at the far end. Seems pretty much like any neigh 
bourhood karaoke bar. Except for the large screen overhead playing some truly bizarre fish 
porn. Yes, that’s right: a computer-generated woman is on the receiving end of a strange fish- 
man’s tongue. Talk about your fish-out-of-water stories 

But as my husband and | settle into our chairs and sip our water — it's a dry club — | realize 
the room isn’t quite what I expected. No one is chained to the walls, moaning in terror — or 
ecstasy. There are no whips or sex toys. There isn't even any nudity, except in the fish porn 
And the women in the room are dressed much as I am — little black dresses abound. A few 
brave souls are wearing scanty lingerie, but | find out later it’s for a fashion show. Otherwise, 
people are generally sitting or standing in couples or small groups, looking vaguely bored. Kind 
of like any bar. 

But one of the things that makes it different from Jasper or Whyte Avenue is the mix of 
people. It's definitely an older crowd. | see one or two girls who might be in their twenties; 
otherwise everyone is on the other side of 30. Or 40. Which is admittedly kind of nice. It's not 
the kind of bar where you have to worry about stepping on broken glass, or getting your nose 
broken in a fight. 

And they're such a mild-mannered crowd. Men in button-down shirts, most looking slightly 
geeky and uncomfortable. I suspect, from their general demeanour, many of them are accoun- 
tants. The women are a little showier, but the atmosphere is not unlike a school dance after 
the popular crowd has gotten drunk and left early. There is a sense of quiet desperation in the 
toom, a desire to fit in, to find a home. 

Some have definitely found a home here. A few of the women walk proudly in their five-inch 
heels, strutting, enjoying the attention from both men and women. These women look like 
Soccer moms in their other lives, but tonight, tonight they can be goddesses. 

As for what goes on in a Lifestyle club? Katie and Charles were right. Not a whole lot. At 
least in the public room. A lot of standing or sitting, swaying to ’80s tunes. We try to make eye 
contact, to at least appear friendly, for the sake of research. But no one even looks at us, let 
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alone comes over to talk. Perhaps they can tell we’re not swingers. Maybe there's a secret 
handshake or something 

A few couples and small groups do make their way to the private area, and my 
husband and I decide to check it out. The rules are simple. You can peek, or you can 
participate.

So, we peek. The room is dark, with plenty of private corners. I get a fleshy impression of 

a naked couple on some leather chairs close by, and there’s something going on behind closed 
drapes on the other side of the room.

Our peek is in danger of turning into a loiter, so we leave. And then we leave the club, content 
with the fact that we are leaving with each other.

Not exactly that, either. As bastions of open-minded play and woman-centred sexuality? Okay, 
with reservations, I'll go with that. The women certainly seem to rule the roost and many have 
found a place to be, ahem, revered, to use Charles’ word 

But I can’t help but feel that if 1 were setting up a fantasy sandbox to play in, there’d be a 
lot more hot guys. The absence of hot guys, my husband excluded, makes it feel like either a 
wonderland for the bi-curious and their beards, or a middle-aged male-driven fantasyland and 
its perception of female satisfaction.

tirely adequate. 

Like many before us, I’m sure, my 
co-diner and I did not set out with 
the small, sparsely decorated Chi- 
nese restaurant in mind. We just 
wanted to try something new in Chi- 
natown and, after running into a few 
CLOSED signs, settled on Leon's. 

We were greeted by an effusive 
hostess — we dubbed her Mrs. Leon 
— and guided to a table indistinguish- 
able from one in any of the lower-end 
Asian restaurants I’ve ever attended 
in my life. A lengthy menu was 
pressed at each of the place settings 
under the table’s glass top, but after 
running my eyes over its hundred- 
odd selections a few times, | was no 
closer to deciding what I wanted. 
Luckily, Mrs. Leon didn’t hesitate 


the entrance. Meanwhile, I grappled 
with an overwhelming sense of deja 
vu and its complementary sense of 
disorientation. The faint industrial 
green of the walls, the tables and un- 
comfortable chairs, the age-stained 
condiment containers — soy, chili oil, 
white pepper, red rice vinegar — were 
so reminiscent of places like Double 
Greeting Wonton House, Sam Wok, 
Buddy Wonton Seafood House and 
countless other syntactically random 
Chinese eateries that I almost forgot 
where I was. Along with the grubbi- 
ness, nothing says “authentic” to me 
like a broad range of congees — wa- 
tery rice gruel flavoured with weird 
savouries like quail eggs or pig's 
stomach — and Leon boasted plenty 
of varieties.

eat it, | would never order it myself 
— there's just something reassuring 
about it being available.

She served us up a por- 
tion each, declaiming cheerfully all 
the while about how the hot weather 
was not for her and soliciting our 
agreement, thus depriving me of my 
chance to ask her why so many Chi- 
nese restaurants provide you with 
individual-sized bowls and plates 
that seem way too small for the food 
they're supposed to hold.

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our teeming servings of soup threat- 
ened to overwhelm their containers 
with bright green stalks of baby bok 
choy, carrot, plump prawns, slices 
of barbecued pork, white chunks of 
chicken, and the eponymous dump- 
lings filled with shrimpmeat in clear 
broth. A few drops of chili oil con- 
tributed significant spiciness to the 
steamy soup. 

Next came the platter of Szechuan 
beef chow mein, which derived its 
spiciness from the liberal application 
of ground pepper in the glistening 
soya-tinted sauce shellacked over 
sliced beef, strips of carrot and green 
pepper and thin chow mein noodles.

Last but not least, eight puffy dump- 
lings, pan-browned to just-crispiness, 
were set before us. We poured some 
pungent red vinegar for dipping and 
were delighted to find the lode of 
pork inside had been ground with 
green onions and possibly a little wa- 
ter chestnut for texture. 

The surroundings might have been 
a touch grubby, but the food seemed 
very clean and fresh, especially the 
soup and its array of al dente ingre- 
dients.

Trust Us: You Really Don 








I like booze. I like booze a lot. | am 
infinitely grateful to live in a time 
and place where booze is an accepted 
part of daily life. Whenever the crav- 
ing for a drink hits me, I’m almost 
always able to acquire one without 
much effort; blessed are Edmonto- 
nians and their plentiful neighbour- 
hood watering holes. 

Imagine if this were all gone: no 
more booze stores, no more pubs, 
not even a pint of beer or a glass of 
wine with dinner. Most of us are too 
young to have remembered Prohibi- 
tion, and thank God for that. Yet it's 
important to know what happenedin 
that dark, dark period of history — 
lest we forget. 

Canada’s 


Prohibition — differed 


from the one in the United States in 
several respects. First off, the U.S. 
declared Prohibition on a national 
level in 1919, and didn’t repeal it until 
1933. In Canada, meanwhile, liquor 
laws have always been enforced at 
the provincial level, so each province 
experienced Prohibition at different 
times — though most occurred dur- 
ing the 1920s. As well, most provinc- 
es experienced a much shorter dry 
period than the United States did, 
with the notable exception of Prince 
Edward Island. P.€.1. went dry in 
1901 and didn't repeal its Prohibition 
until 1948, and even then the laws 
were extremely restrictive. Maybe 
that's why Anne of Green Gables was 
so boring. 

At the other end of the spectrum 
was Quebec, which experienced 
Prohibition for only a short period 
of time in 1919. Immediately after 
Prohibition was passed, the massive 
public outcry sparked a provincial 
referendum. The overwhelming ma- 
jority of Quebecers voted to allow the 
sale of wine, beer, and cider through- 
out the province. 

Even though it was illegal to buy 
and sell alcohol in’ the other prov- 
inces during Prohibition, people still 
found ways to get drunk — usually 


on bootlegged alcohol. Bootlegging 
became a common and very profit- 
able practice throughout all dry areas 
— often carried out in cahoots with 
organized crime. There were a few 
bootlegging hot spots, most near the 
American border. 

You might not think of Moose Jaw 
as a centre of gangland activity, for 
instance, but during Prohibition the 
town became known as “Little Chi- 
cago” due to the influx of American 
mobsters engaged in bootlegging. 
The Soo Railroad line ran north from 
Chicago right up to Moose Jaw, so it 
was a cinch for bootleggers to smug- 
gle Canadian booze south across the 
border. Rumour has it that during 
Prohibition, Chicago mob king Al 
Capone visited Moose Jaw person- 
ally to oversee his operations. Much 
of the liquor was hidden in the vast 
network of tunnels under the town, 
which were built in the 1880s by Chi- 
nese railroad workers. You can visit 
parts of these tunnels today, led by 
overeager college kids in period cos- 
tume — fun times. 

Closer to home, Alberta declared 
Prohibition in 1916 and repealed it in 
1923. Though the province didn't ex- 
perience crime on as grand a scale as 
Moose Jaw, many of the small towns 


near the border were centres of boot- 
legging. 

Prohibition had a very tangible 
impact on the current state of the 
liquor industry, especially in On- 
tario. Prohibition lasted there from 
1916 to 1927, but the ban on alcohol 
was not total — due to intense lob- 
bying from the province's grape 
growers (who argued that Prohibi- 
tion would rob them of their liveli- 
hoods), wine was exempted from 
the ban. In one fell swoop, wine 
became the drink of choice for all 
Ontarians. 

This legislation ended up doing 
more harm than good, though, as 
dozens of wineries opened up to cap- 
italize on the thirsty masses — there 
were 10 in operation in 1916 and 67 
by the end of Prohibition. And with- 
out the quality controls that are in 
place now, those wines were usually 
terrible. Growers would stretch their 
crops to ridiculous degrees, squeez- 
ing as much as 600 gallons of wine 
from only one ton of grapes — more 
than double the current legal limit. 
Because the wine was so diluted, 
growers would add dyes to give the 
wine the proper colour; some of these 
additives were innocuous, vegetable- 
based colourings, but other, more ne-

farious substances, such as coal tar, 
and even formaldehyde, were often 
used to mask disagreeable colours, 
aromas, and flavours. 

As well, because wine was allowed 
for medicinal purposes during On- 
tario’s Prohibition, prescriptions for 
“medicine” containing a hefty dose 
of alcohol quickly became easy to 
get; there are records of some doc- 
tors prescribing alcohol to hundreds 
of patients a year. To combat the 
wanton use of booze as medicine, 
the government passed a legisla- 
tion requiring producers of these — 
“medications” to add an emetic — a 
substance that induces vomiting. 
Consuming more than the recom- 
mended dose caused the “patient” to 
quickly lose his lunch and, needless 
to say, the desire to drink. This strat- 
egy worked perfectly, and the con- 
sumption of medicinal wine quickly 
tapered off. 

The end result of Ontario's Prohi- 
bition madness was the formation of 
the Liquor Control Board of Ontario 
(LCBO), which set out to regulate 
and control the manufacture and sale 
of alcohol throughout the province. 
The LCBO operates in full force to- 
day — indeed, it’s the world’s largest 
single buyer of booze.

Songwriter Descending A Staircase 


HEY ROSETTA!’S TIM BAKER 
ALMOST BROKE HIS NECK 
WRITING THE SONGS THAT 
MAKE UP INTO YOUR LUNGS

“First of all, I love music and I listen 
to music a lot, but I really hate music 
with bad words,” says Hey Rosetta!’s 
Tim Baker, a hint of exasperation in 
his voice. “It really doesn’t make any 
sense that you would go through all 
this time to make this music — and 
just the idea of standing on the stage 
yelling things at people... | think 
they should make it worthwhile 
things.” 

There are, as a result, very few 
bands whose words are more wor- 
thy of rock ’n’ roll amplification than 
Hey Rosetta!’s. Even the title of their 
award-sweeping first full-length al- 
bum — a release that now has three 
€CMAs, two Indies and various oth- 
er accolades to its name — Into Your 
Lungs (and around in your heart and 
on through your blood) is lush and 
poetic, yet simple 

As the main songwriter for the 
St. John’s-based six-piece indie-or 


chestra, Baker sets his lyrics afloat 


with the help of his bandmates 
They'll rise on swells of violin and 
cello lines, only to crash into cym- 


bals and descend into the ringing 
of a dirty electric guitar. The senti- 
ment is unmistakable with such lav 
ish accompaniment, but sometimes 
audiences can get the message itself 
muddled 
I'm not a very good communicator — 


“T’m a little worried that 


that everything's not very obvious,” 
he sighs 

I can almost hear his brow furrow 
when | ask him to clarify a few things 


on the record. He's not mad or frus- 
trated with me, just a little doubtful 
of himself. “I get these things all the 
time. People are like, ‘What the hell 
was that song about?’” 

Even their manager was concerned 
about folks misinterpreting the al- 
bum’s artwork — a hand-drawn sto- 
rybook-esque cover that features an 
island burning and a ship escaping 
the flames. “I had originally called 
the album Waving a New Goodbye,” 
Baker says, “and that's actually what 
all the artwork was designed around. 
Then our manager was like, ‘Dude, 
it really looks like it's Newfoundland 
burning, and [you're] saying good- 
bye to Newfoundland and leaving it 
behind to die.” They never had any 
intention of setting their hometown 
ablaze, so they quickly switched the 
title out 

And 
choices, Baker will patiently launch 


from artwork to lyrical 
into an explanation of every grand 
theme, every visceral line, every 
idea that captures your heart but 
eludes your mind. “The actual inci- 
dent was not very serious, actually,” 
says Baker when I ask him what 
event triggered the track “Holy Shit 
(What a Relief).” “I was at a friend 
of mine's house and he had a little 
party. | was drinking quite a bit and 
I fell asleep on the couch, which is 
super-lame. It’s one of the only times 
I've ever done it, actually passed out 
in the middle of a party. Anyway, so 
I woke up and there was six or seven 
people left, sittin’ around at four in 
the morning and I was like, “What 
the fuck, I can’t believe I did this!’ 
So I got up and kinda stumbled out 
of there. I was like, ‘I gotta get outta 
here. This is terrible.’ 

“He has this long, like, 10 or 15 
steps at his front door,” he contin- 
ues. “It was really wet and I slipped 


on the top step and just tumbled 
down the whole staircase. | quite 
badly bruised my back and knocked 
the wind out of myself completely. 
So I'm lying on the bottom — it was 
a really intense fall, it's a super-steep 
staircase — and I thought maybe I 
had actually killed myself, like bro- 
ken my neck, you know? I’m just 
lying on my back,, looking up at the

sky thinking, ‘Hey, maybe I just died 
... This is actually not that bad.’ Ev- 
erybody is always fearing dying but I 
was like, ‘If I’m actually dead, I guess 
I'll be going to heaven, that's gotta 
be alright, by the stories. It’s kinda 
nice that the moment is actually here 
and I don’t have to worry about it 
anymore.”

SEE WRITERS SHARE THEIR 
THOUGHTS AND MEMORIES OF 
MICHAEL JACKSON, THE LATE, 
LAMENTED KING OF POP 





When I was a kid, Halloween was 
a pretty big deal to me. Picking the 
perfect costume was an intense pro- 
cess, one that usually ended up with 
me feeling disappointed that | didn’t 
quite “pull it off.” 

However, when I was six, I dressed 
as the King of Pop. I absolutely idol- 
ized the guy and wanted the costume 
to be absolutely meticulous, from 
the sequined glove to the leather 
jacket. It wasn’t, but 1 do remember 
feeling pretty damn amazing that 
day. My mom painted my white face 
dark (ironically a little blacker than 
Jackson actually was in the ’80s and 
certainly much darker than he be- 
came in his later years) and I happily 
moonwalked up and down my small- 
town streets, cruising for candy and 
compliments. Michael Jackson was 
part superhero, part tragic figure, 
part inspirational icon. What made 
his likeness a perfect Halloween cos- 
tume was that he wasn't ever really a 
real person. - 

His slide from the King of Pop to 
the King of Paparazzi was sad to see. 
The media's gluttonous need for de- 
tails about his (admittedly peculiar) 
private life clearly had a devastating 
effect on the man. Hopefully, like me, 
people will remember him as the ge- 
nius who created Thriller — as close 
toa perfect album as anyone has ever 
recorded. Nine songs, seven singles, 
seven Grammys. It sold more cop- 
ies than the population of Canada. It 
spawned arguably the most influen- 
tial, most cinematic (and most abso- 
lutely frightening) music video ever. 

Had Jackson died or simply drifted 
away after completing his magnum 
opus, people would have wondered 
how high Jackson could have soared, 
not how much farther he could fall. 


PAUL MATWYCHUK 
There was a time when Michael 


Jackson's skill as a singer and per- 
former, his command over his body, 
was so complete that it seemed al- 
most supernatural. Think of his 
performance of “Billie Jean” in 1983 
on the Motown 25: Yesterday, To- 
day, Forever TV special, the thrilled 
gasp that erupted from the audience 
when he went into his moonwalk — 
as if he’d figured out some loophole 
in the law of gravity. So many of his 
videos hinge on seamless physical 
transformations: aided by computer 
effects, he morphed into a zombie 
and a werewolf in the “Thriller” 
video, into a panther in “Black 
or White.” 

When a transformation is success- 
ful, we call it magic. When a trans- 
formation fails, we call the result a 
mutant, a monster, a freak. Jackson 
lived the last 15 years of his life as a 
failed transformation — caught hid- 
eously halfway between male and 
female, black and white, adult and 
child. I got the feeling Jackson would 
have been happier if somehow he 
could make one final transforma- 
tion and no longer be a person at all 
— maybe some kind of sexless alien, 
like David Bowie in The Man Who 
Fell to Earth. Or maybe shed his ag- 
ing, belt-whipped, scalpel-scarred 
body altogether. 

I don’t think he wanted to die, but 
maybe dying, dancing into the light, 
is the only way he could have gotten 
there. 


Any aging, bitter music snob will 
tell you that your first concert re- 
ally doesn’t count. But even at seven 
years old, as I was heading to Toron- 
to’s CNE for the first of three sold- 
out shows in The Jacksons’ Victory 
tour, I knew it wasn't going to be 
“just another concert.” Maybe it was 
the huddled mass of thousands of 
other Torontonians who packed the 
train — shoulder to shoulder, pleather 
zippered jacket to pleather zippered 
jacket — all sharing the same euphor- 
ic smile that set the mood. Maybe it 


_ was the fact that, regardless of where 
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you looked, someone was imitating 
a dance move or shaking a sequined 
glove in anticipation. Regardless, 
there was something in the air, and 
not just wafting fumes from the Jheri 
curl juice. 

It's not surprising that a rosy filter 
has been allowed to colour the darker 
days of Jackson's life in the last week, 
or so. We've seen this before — with 
Elvis, The Beatles, and, more re- 
cently, Johnny Carson. But when the 
history books are written, it will be 
Jackson's formative years, from Ed 
Sullivan to Motown 25: Yesterday, 
Today, Forever, that will be remem- 
bered, and the surgeries, baby-dan- 
gling and hyperbaric chambers will 
merely become footnotes. 

Michael Jackson was both a de- 
serving target and a tragic vic- 
tim. But more importantly, he was 
many people's “first,” and you'll 
have a hard time telling them that it 
didn’t count. 


1 have Bad on vinyl. Yup. A shiny 
black collector's item ruined forever 
by my mother when she wrote my 
name on it in big red block letters 
so I wouldn't lose it when I took it 
to school. I had decided to dance to 
“The Way You Make Me Feel” for 
Mrs. Jones’ yearly “talent” show. 1 
actually wasn't in dance classes, as 
my classmates can attest, and | end- 
ed up just hopping around the room, 
making the record skip. But it felt 
good doing it. 

And that’s how I remember Mi- 
chael Jackson: for the music and 
how happy it made my feet. He got 
us dancing, and not just bouncing to 
lines about mixing some juice and gin 
and cruisin’ with 20” rims; we were 
moving to songs about changing for 
the better (“Man in the Mirror”) 
and equality (“Black or White”), or 
risqué stories about gals like “Billie 
Jean” or “Dirty Diana” or poor An- 
nie in “Smooth Criminal.” Com- 
pare a Lil’ Jon tryst (disgusting), a 
Katy Perry romp (inane) or a Lady 
Gaga track (you try explaining what 
a “disco stick” is to an eight-year- 
old) and MJ outstrips today's gen by 
miles. No one producing pop tunes 
today can touch him, no matter how 
awesome Justin Timberlake thinks 
he is. 

Nevertheless, I didn’t shed a tear 
when I heard the news of Jackson's 
passing. I barely even paused, be- 
cause, to me, he had left-us long ago, 
wrapped up in a pain none of us un- 
derstood. In time we'll forget all his 
issues and what will be left is the 
music and the way he made us feel. 
Bye, MJ, we'll meet up again on the 
dance floor.

Xavier Rudd is not your typical surf- 
er/singer/songwriter. Okay, he’s got 
the shaggy hair and the bare feet and 
the beaded necklace and a general 
patchouli-scented, easygoing vibe, 
but the Aussie multi-instrumentalist 
writes songs that are darker, more 
complex, and more socially con- 
scious than your typical beachside 


acoustic guitar-strummer. 


Take his most recent record, 2008's 
Dark Shades of Blue, for instance, 
which Rudd says emerged from his 
own blue period. “I think it's a dark- 
er-sounding album, in terms of the 
tones I used and the songs that were 
coming through me at the time” he 
says. “It was more of an internal al- 
bum, more personal, reflecting on 
myself and my life, whereas a lot 
of my music generally has a more 
worldly kind of view.” 

Though the issues Rudd touches 
on affect the world at large, they hit 
close to home for him. A descendent 
of Australian aborigines, his music 
makes frequent references to their 
plight. (In the song “Messages,” he 
sings, “For this sacred land/It has 
seen many hands/It has wealth and 


gold /Yet itis fragile and old/And 
all the greedy souls/Just don’t care 
to know/Of the changes it will con- 
front.”) 

“We live in a culture right now,” he 
explains, “where our aboriginal peo- 
ple are healing from huge injustices. 
We talk about the Jewish holocaust 
— well, the same thing happened to 
Australia when the British came.” 

Having spent a lot of time in Cana- 


da — his wife is Canadian, and he has | 


a strong Canadian fanbase — he can't 
help but not afew similarities to the 
experience of the native population 
here. “I find all Canadian people 





beautiful, humble, very cool,” hesays. | 


“The spirit of the land is very strong, 


the indigenous culture is very strong, | 


reminds me of home. {But] the gov- 
ernment hasn't made enough of an 
attempt to apologize and put systems 
in place to help those people heal. 
Now, it’s completely understandable 


that there's drinking, there's violence | 


—that's come from such a broken life. 
It's going to take a long time to heal 
those wounds.” 

Rudd will be spending a good chunk 
of his current tour north of the 49th 


parallel. He’s bringing a couple of | 
extra musicians along with him, but 


he’s basically a one-man band. Even 
he’s stopped counting how many in- 
struments he’s mastered — it’s some- 
where in the neighbourhood of 15, 
including the slide guitar, stomp box, 
harmonica, ankle bells, and, natu-

Kate Bush and Laurie Anderson as 
well as The Sonics and the MCS ... 
the creepy video they made for their 
single “Making Gestures,” featur- 
ing a bunch of kids prowling around 
their school in animal masks. 

And then, completely by acci- 
dent, I discover the chink in their 
armour during a softball question 
about bad habits they’ve picked up 
on the road. I expect to hear more 
drinking stories, but that’s not what 
I got.

Chris Eaton, author and vocalist/ 
multi-instrumentalist/songwriter 
for Toronto's Rock Plaza Central, 
has been cutting an unconventional 
swath through the Canadian liter- 
ary and indie music spheres. Hay- 
ing written a successful first novel 
(The Inactivist, which went on to be 
studied in three Canadian universi- 
ties) and recorded a successful full- 
length album (Are We Not Horses, a 
concept album about robotic horses 
that think they're real horses), he 
went on to do a “cover novel” of a 
book by Thomas Hardy (yes, Tess 
of the D'Urbervilles Thomas Hardy) 
and a cover version of Van Halen's 
(yes, “Hot for Teacher” Van Halen) 
“Panama.” Now, Eaton and the band 
are embarking on a tour in support 
of the recently released ...At the Mo- 
ment of Our Most Needing. 

And what an ambitious album it 
is: it’s influenced and partially based 
on William Faulkner’s Light in Au- 
gust, a novel about journey, race, 
and identity conflict, with enough 
Biblical themes to seem like a south- 
ern gothic rewriting of The Book 
itself. 

“It's an attempt to allow me to get 
into the story,” he explains from 
“I find it sort 
of boring to write just about myself 
— it just feels really weird to write 


his home in Toronto. 


about my own life and I get way too 
self-conscious. So, anchoring it with 
Light in August — the songs were 


starting to take shape anyway — but 
anchoring it and allowing myself to 
capture the tone of the book and that 
time period all affected the choice of 
wording sometimes. Which was re- 
ally great, because once you have a 
few lines that are anchored, you can 


go wherever you want.”

novel. The title was The Grammar 
Architect and right under that it says 
‘a cover of Thomas Hardy's A Pair 
of Blue Eyes,’ which is probably not 
Thomas Hardy’s best book but is still 
a good read. And a lot of people said 
that after they read my book they 
said they had to go read Hardy's book 





and see what's up, and I thought that 
was really cool.” 


Its impossible to know what 
Faulkner would have said about a 
Canadian alt-country band reinter- 
preting of one of his denser novels, 
but if a band in the future were to 
pay homage to one of Eaton's works, 
he'd be cool with the idea 

“| don't think anyone reads a book 
or listens to an album the same way,” 
he says. “What I always try to do 
with a story is to leave it open-ended 
so people can decide what happens 
here and what happens there. We've 
had people cover our songs, but it's 
always pretty close to the original, 
and what Id like to hear is for some- 
one to take that nugget that they 
think is important from a song or 
a book and riff on it. | don't think 
there's much of a higher compliment 
than that.”

| question also arises in a joking way — 
how should he be referred to? Is he

| IV? Black Francis? Frank Black? 
There's a long silence, followed 
| by a sigh, after which Francis wea- 
| rily responds. “They’re just names. 
| It doesn’t matter — you can call me 
what you want. Can we just get to the 
music?” 
| Mental note: do not try and in- 
gratiate oneself early on with Black 
Francis. 


Of course, once you've buried 
yourself right off the top, it’s gen- 
erally hard to recover in an inter- 
view; like Pop with Waits, there’s a 
| remorseless undertone thereafter as 
each question gets floated and judged 
wanting. 

But his impatience is understand- 
able; along with wife Violet Clark 
(with whom he plays in the duo 
Grand Duchy), Francis presides over 





a household of five children. Include 
various Pixies reunion dates plus 
solo acoustic shows and you have a 
very busy man. 

The tour that has him coming 
through town is split between acous- 
tic dates — this Monday's Starlite 
performance, for instance — and 
Grand Duchy shows. Thompson 
waxes enthusiastically about the 
family project that has him split- 
ting songwriting and musical du- 
ties with Clark, but seems slightly 
dismissive about questions regard- 
ing what fans can expect from the 
solo concert.

Fair enough, Mr. Black. After years 
marginalized by a rock press insis- 
tent that he repeat himself artistical- 
ly on post-Pixies releases, he has to 
be a little tired of playing the game. 
And it has to be said that nowhere 
in the interview is he ever actually 
angry or snide — just eager to get to 
the crux of the matter, pronto. Ask 
a few point-blank questions about a 
particular phase of his career and he 
opens up. 

“Yeah — I think those Catholics 
records have some integrity to them. 
Now people might say, ‘Oh yeah, 


those Frank Black and the Catholics 
albums were great,’ but at the time 
they were ignored by the press and 
even fans. ‘What are you up to? This 
is stupid.’ 

“But that’s the way it goes when 
you play ‘alternative rock’” — the 
phrase sounds utterly ironic when he 
utters it — “You make your records 
and then years later everyone loves 
them. ‘Teenager of the Year [his sec- 
ond solo album] is a classic!’ Well, at 
the time everyone was like, “Well, it’s 
kinda long, isn’t it?” 

Validation is sweet, but as any num- 
ber of critically acclaimed musicians 
can testify, it doesn’t feed the family. 
A moderately successful indie rock 
career after being namechecked far 
and wide as a godfather to the ‘90s 
boom would have to be somewhat. 
galling, but fortunately Francis has 
his kid’s college fund taken care of. 

“The Pixies reunion shows have 
been lucrative; we don't have chefs, 
we show up and production crew is 
dumbfounded. Four musicians with 
a dinky rider, easy as can be, no 
number-crunching, we play? some 
shows and make money.” 

Was there ever any possibility af- 
ter so many years as a solo artist that 
he'd chuck it and become a manager 
at the Gap? 

“Nah - as soon as I played my first 
show I thought, ‘Okay, that’s it, I’m a 
Beatle. I’m in the club, I get my own 
record deal.’ | knew I wanted to be 
doing this, and nothing was going to 
stop it. I'll load my own gear if I have 
to — and trust me, sometimes I still 
have to.”

The hip hop DJ style known as the 
“mashup’” is, at the best of times, di- 
visive. Typically composed by layer- 
ing the vocal track of one song over 
the music track of another, “serious” 
music fans often dismiss it as a vapid 
overextension of the longer samples 
and instrument loops made popular 
by late-’80s DJs. More ardent sup- 
porters will defend the mashup as an 
elaborate postmodern comment on 
the songs it contains, and less ardent 
ones will shrug their shoulders while 
hopefully having enough joy left in 
their hearts to appreciate the fun 
qualities of a good mashup. 

The issues surrounding the mash- 
up go well beyond lofty discussion 
of “artistic merit” and “esthetics.” 
Many disagree on what even con- 
stitutes a mashup as compared to 
an ordinary DJ mix — chief among 
them being Zach Saccia, a.k.a. DJ 
Z-Trip, the man often credited with 
producing the very first mashup, 
1997's “Rockstar” off of Bomb Hip 
Hop’s Return of the DJ, Vol. II. 

“It wasn't like I set out to be the 
‘godfather of mashups’ or whatev- 
er,” says Saccia. “These are things 
people have called me, but all the 
titles came after the fact. My whole 
angle was just mixing records. The 
term ‘mashup,’ to me, is kind of re- 
dundant. DJs mix up records, and I 
was just taking the idea of DJing and 


mixing things-up as far out-there as 
I could.... Calling someone a mash- 
up DJ is sort of like calling them 
a DJ DJ.” 

Going back and listening to “Rock- 
star” now is a curious experience. At 
once unmistakably a mashup and 
also unmistakably its own piece, 
Z-Trip goes heavy on the fader and 
throws in some scratching for fla- 
vour, but otherwise lets the long 
samples of Black Sabbath’s “Iron 
Man” and “War Pigs” run unaltered 
beneath a repeated single line of 
Run DMC'’s “King of Rock.” Though 
progressive and risky for its time, 
“Rockstar” stands in stark contrast 
to the YouTube-empowered mashups 
of today, which often consist of little 
more than two songs from disparate 
genres and a clever title that pokes 
fun at the connection. 

“You got to understand, I’ve been 
doing this kind of mixing for years,” 
says Saccia. “The Internet helped to 
spread this kind of thing around, and 
it helps to fan the flames, but at the 
time, you had to have done it on re- 
cords.... We had to have paid our dues 
to mix this stuff and make it work 
When the barriers come down and 
the market is flooded, then you've 
got all these people who have never 
put in the work. Some of these peo- 
ple have access to all this stuff, but 
never had the chance to really learn 
it... It makes it really hard to find the 
people who put the knowledge and 
the history and the work of being a 
DJ into it. That has been the hard- 
est thing for the [mashup], is that 
the really good stuff gets unnoticed 
because the really funny thing gets 
pushed to the top. And sometimes 
the really funny thing is also really 
disposable.” 

Saccia's mixing ethos has always

been the promotion of tunes that 
he loves. He doesn't resent the USB 
turntable crowd for their tireless ef- 
forts to blend “99 Problems” with 
every other song ever written — far 
from it. Though he acknowledges 
the problems it creates, he celebrates 
the hands-on approach to popular 
culture created by the internet. 
“Every time someone records a 
song and puts it out there, it’s no 


longer completely theirs,” says Sac- 
cia. “‘Yesterday’ by The Beatles, 
for instance — one of those major, 
heavy tunes everyone is connected 
with — if that song becomes a theme 
song for someone, everything about 
that song becomes a part of them. 
That song is so important to them, 
they have a piece of the ownership. 
On paper, this guy wrote it, this is 
where the money goes, sure — but 


really, trying to enforce and corral 
the song negates its purpose. You're 
putting this stuff out there for peo- 
ple to enjoy. If that wasn’t the way 
things were, you wouldn't have got- 
ten a lot of hip hop progressions over 
the years.”

Keeping our discussion of Michael 
Jackson’s untimely death as brief 
and respectful as possible, one nug- 
get of information shows just how 
far to one side the major media has 
listed.

The Great White Misanthrope 


LARRY DAVID KVETCHES 
AWAY IN WOODY ALLEN’S 





WHATEVER WORKS

Whatever Works would be an easy 
film to hate. After a hilarious open- 
ing 15 minutes, much of the hu- 
mour is lost. The characters come 
off as poorly conceived caricatures 
whose development ranges from 
absurd to borderline offensive. But 
this assumes these characters are 
to be taken at face value — highly 
specious logic, considering the film 
begins with Larry David befuddling 
friends by walking away from a con- 
versation in order to address the 
audience 

The story is basic Allen: David 
plays a former physicist retired into 
a life of elderly curmudgeonry. He 
meets Evan Rachel Wood, a dimwit- 
ted Southern girl who has run off to 
New York to escape her overbearing 
parents, and marries her despite his 
contempt for her limited intellect 
The somewhat-happy arrangement 
is quickly complicated by the arrival 
of Wood's estranged parents (Patri- 
cia Clarkson and Ed Begley Jr.), each 
a textbook case of sexual repression 
hidden behind an absurdly religious 
and well-to-do facade 


The characters are all farcical 
types, which can be off-putting 
since Allen's so capable of giving us 


The South- 
ern family may be a bunch of hicks 


vibrant personalities 


who abandon all sense of red-state 
virtue upon seeing the bright lights 
of New York City, but the New York- 
ers themselves are pretentious hack 


philosophy professors and bloviating 
actors trying to live out some absurd 
romantic ideal. Each fits their mould 
equally well. 

Of course, a special place is re- 
served for the Allen-type, a role in 
which Larry David is wonderfully 
typecast. David manages to take his 
persona to such an extreme that he 
effectively strips away the “lovable” 
from the “lovable Woody Allen mis- 
anthrope.” This might explain why 
the movie stops being so funny: 
David's jerk antics become bizarrely 
cruel when he marries Wood only to 
continue belittling her and insulting 
her intellect. 

Yet Whatever Works is a feel-good 
movie, despite David’s emphatic 
claims to the contrary. And this slip 
page is easy to explain: none of these 
characters is particularly real. The 
whole film is set up as a tableside 
story, but Allen takes it one step fur- 
ther, having David acknowledge it as 
a movie 

David claims that he alone can 
see the “whole picture,” complain- 
ing that he is “surrounded by mi- 
crobes” with myopic worldviews, 
who are unable to see that the uni- 
verse is flying apart, and that all will 
inevitably come to nothingness. It is 
telling that the cosmic musings of a 
precocious child in Annie Hall are 
transposed here to a self-described 
The New 
York crowd takes seriously David's 


“Nobel-level” physicist 


“theory” that “life is meaningless,” 
treating it like something novel, as 
if the problem of nihilism were new. 
David causes the devout Southerners 
to question their entire belief system 
by merely informing them that God 
does not exist, as if the poor, igno- 
rant religious folks had never before 
pondered such a possibility. He con- 
tinually refers to himself as a genius

while berating others, yet he never 
really offers anything profound. In 
fact, he’s outright trite 

Really, if Woody Allen were seri- 
ous about half of this, the movie 
would be terrible. But, as is often 
the case, he isn't. Sure, he’s hon- 
estly trying to work something out, 
but it’s all filtered through several 
layers of self-effacing awareness 
David’s misanthrope is the ultimate 
caricature, and every bit the ridicu- 
lous “type” Allen portrays the South- 
erners to be. David’s misanthropy 
and worldview are mundane, and 


though he constantly chastises Wood 
for speaking in clichés, he is one 
himself. 

Ultimately the use of clichéd char- 
acters helps Allen isolate something 
they hold in common. Certain neuro- 
ses led Begley to his love of the NRA, 
or Clarkson to sticking her young 
daughter in degrading beauty pag- 
eants, just like certain neuroses drive 
David to being a misanthropic assh- 
ole. And really, it's all the same. Allen 
addresses the audience through his 
lead actor, yet never quite expresses 
exactly what David is saying. He's 





just letting us in on the joke, letting 
us know that it’s all bullshit, as most 
pretences are, and really that none 
of us are all that different, no matter 
what roles, personas, identities, or 
type characters have been attached 
to us. We're all just people trying to 
carve out whatever we can in an oth- 
erwise senseless existence. Next to 
that, our differences are just sort of 
trivial and insignificant. 

Which is a cliché, of course. But 
as Wood says in a scene where she 
manages to get the better_of David: 
“If the shoe fits, wear it.”

The Brothers Bloom is writer/ 
director Rian Johnson's follow-up 
to Brick, his nifty 2005 film noir 
variation which transplanted hard- 
boiled Dashiell Hammett tropes into 
a high school setting. But where 
Brick was made independently on 
an astonishingly thrifty budget of 
about $450,000, with The Brothers 
Bloom, Johnson had $20,000,000 
to play around with, and there isn't 
a second of the film where you can't 
feel him swinging for the fences 
— every frame is crowded with off- 
beat details and people in oddball 
costumes. There’s a moment where 
Johnson pans his camera across a 
dining room on an ocean liner, just 
in time for us to catch sight of a man 
trying to kiss the woman he’s sitting 
with and her pulling away — that 


grift to finally pursue “an unwritten 
life,” but his brother ropes him into 
one last con. The target: Penelope 
Stamp (Rachel Weisz), a fabulously 
wealthy young hermit who lives in 
an enormous mansion in New Jersey 
and spends her days accumulating 
random talents, from playing the 
harp to juggling chainsaws to taking 
photographs with a pinhole camera 
made out of a watermelon. (She nev- 
er mastered driving, though; instead 
of braking, she appears simply to 
crash her sports car into the nearest 
wall, whereupon a truck promptly 
drives up with a replacement.) 

I know, I know: the whole thing 
sounds like an explosion at the 
whimsy factor already, and I haven't 
even mentioned the alcoholic camel, 
the one-eyed villain named Diamond 
Dog, or Stephen and Bloom's part- 
ner in a crime, a silent fernale Japa-

to pull it off. 

Still, The Brothers Bloom offers 
enough incidental pleasures and 
clever visual gags to be an enjoyable 
watch, especially if you go in not car- 
ing if the film works as a whole. Its 
biggest asset is Rinko Kikuchi, who 
was the deaf girl in Babel, and who 
plays Bang Bang. The role would be 
offensive — she’s really just an exotic 
accessory to the two brothers — if it 
weren't for the inspired Harpo Marx- 
style gags she keeps performing in 
the corner of the frame. I particu- 
larly savoured the sight of her on the 
deck of a ship, peeling an apple with 
a knife, throwing the naked apple 
overboard, and then daintily eating 
the peel. 

That's The Brothers Bloom for you: 
it focuses enormous attention on 
getting the peel off in one piece, and 
then it throws the apple away.

Nick Cassavetes’ success as a direc- 
tor has come at the cost of gallons of 
Haagen-Dazs, thousands of tissues, 
and many, many hours of lost time 
for boyfriends across the nation. 
Don’t remember him as the man 
behind the mediocre dramas She's 
So Lovely, Alpha Dog, and John Q? 
Then perhaps you recall his other 
major work, the female tear-duct- 
levy-breacher The Notebook. Well, 
Cassavetes is all set to open the fa- 
cial floodgates once again with a big- 
screen version of Jodi Picoult’s 2005 
novel My Sister's Keeper. 

Little Miss Sunshine’s Abigail Bres- 
lin stars as Anna Fitzgerald, a preco- 
cious young girl who was conceived 
through in vitro fertilization as a 
means to serve her leukemia-stricken 


| older sister Kate (Sofia Vassilieva) as 


an organ donor. Though Anna loves 
her sister, the litany of surgeries 
and procedures have taken their toll 


on her ability to be a normal child. 
And so she seeks out a lawyer (Alec 
Baldwin, in all his typical hammy, 
scenery-chewing goodness) so that 
she can sue her parents Sara (Cam- 
eron Diaz) and Brian (Jason Patric) 
for medical emancipation. Sara then 
takes her daughter to court to force 
her to continue donating, all in the 
hope that it will keep Kate alive alittle 
bit longer. 

It's a highly potent, relevant prem- 
ise, but Cassavetes completely gloss- 
es over the legal and ethical issues it

ter's Keeper altogether were it not 
for Breslin and Vassilieva, whose 
performances as sisters torn apart 
by medical obligation and the legal 
system is the only one that achieves 
realism and poignancy. By contrast, 
the adults are wooden and one- 
dimensional, particularly Cameron 
Diaz. Instead of coming across as a 
terminally stressed but fiercely de- 
voted mother, Sara registers as a hor- 
rendous, single-minded, selfish cow 
— not exactly a portrayal that elicits 
sympathy. The only performance of

raises, instead precision-engineering 
every scene for maximum tears and 
heartstring-plucking, with enough 
slow motion sequences and heart- 
felt quotes about remembrance and 
death to guarantee a sponsorship 
deal from Kleenex. Cassavetes ap- 
parently commissioned the same 
sad-piano player he hired for The 
Notebook, and I wouldn't be sur- 
prised to hear he died of exhaustion 
after being forced to supply tender, 
melancholy chords for every scene 
that doesn’t prominently feature a 
Lilith-Fair-ready pop song. 

I'd be happy to write off My Sis- 


note by anyone over the age of 16 is 
delivered by Joan Cusack as the judge 
hearing Anna’s case, whose impar- 
tiality is clouded by the death of her 
own young daughter. 

Perhaps it’s just as well that the 
film handles its legal issues so su- 
perficially. After all, the movie is at 
its best when the courtroom stuff is 
shunted aside for an extended flash- 
back about Kate's romance with her 
similarly cancer-affected boyfriend. 
But anyone who says they saw me 
crying at this part of the movie is 
a liar; the theatre was just really, 
really dusty.

‘Red Cliff Redux 








FREEDOM OF CHOICE G.H. LEWMER 

PART 2 OF JOHN WO0’S EPIC 
ONLY CONFIRMS ITS STATUS AS 
A MASTERPIECE IN THE GRAND 
DAVID LEAN TRADITION 





The Hollywood epic has undergone 
numerous transformations over 
the past 30 years, primarily due to 
the evolution of technology, the fis- 
cal challenges of painting grandiose 
themes on a large canvas, and, sad to 
say, the gradual stupefaction of pop- 
ular culture. What makes Red Cliff 
Part 2 so thrilling — along with Part 
1, which I wrote about in my previous 
column — is the way director John 
Woo has created an adult adventure 
whose visual and narrative pleasures 
can be embraced by viewers of all 
ages. Is this a sign of the times or just 
a lucky anomaly? 

To talk about Red Cliff Part 2 as 
a separate entity from Part 1 does 
both films a disservice. Both parts 


can best be identified (and viewed) 
as a single four-and-a-half hour epic 
unfortunately cut in two to ensure 
maximum financial returns for its 
Chinese financiers. Even though 
many people would compare it (quite 
favourably) to the Lord of the Rings 
trilogy, I feel a more apt comparison 
would be the masterful Hollywood 
epics of the early 1960s, films.such 
as Anthony Mann's The Fall of the 
Roman Empire or David Lean’s Law-

rence of Arabia. Red Cliffs relaxed 
narrative recalls to a time when hu- 
man emotions and motivations were 
rooted in an old storytelling tradition 
and valued as a tool for unearthing 
the mysteries of creation and the hu- 
man condition. 

In the corporate era of moviemak- 
ing, the idea of presenting human 
emotion within “product” is quickly 
dismissed or belittled as antiquated. 
Narrative itself has come increasing- 
ly under attack — primarily, I believe, 
because of the way great narrative 
tends to encourage us to reflective 


subversively on the world around us, 
to question who we are and why we 
do things 

Arguably the most subversive el- 
ement of Red Cliff Part 2 is Woo's 
incorporation of Taoist precepts 
into its narrative, not to mention 
his complex analysis of the emo- 
tional and physical effects of warfare 
on the human world. Woo stages a 
beautiful ceremonial sequence in 
which the bodies of the victims of 
a typhoid epidemic that has ravaged 
both warring parties are disposed of. 
The respect and dignity with which 
Woo portrays this process is a beau- 
tiful thing, with none of false emo- 
tionalism that we are conditioned to 
accept as truth by corporate culture. 
The scene injects the film with a 
revolutionary fervor that the likes of 
Michael Bay could never achieve, no 
matter how long and hard he forces 
those transforming robots to battle 
each other. 

I couldn't be more pleased by the 
news that Red Cliff has done ex- 
tremely strong business on the 
international market — and I take 
particular delight in the fact that its 
success is making many executives 
nervous in their ivory towers. Let 
them sweat!

Ron Mueck's 2006 sculpture A Girl is a 
spectacle: a hyperrealistically detailed simu- 
lacrum of a newborn baby girl, 15 feet tall, 
splotches of blood on her head and knees, 
faux saliva glistening in the corner of her 
mouth, blue veins barely visible through her 
meticulously creased, folded, and wrinkled 
skin. But is it art? 

The sculpture, which occupies its own room 
in the Art Gallery of Alberta, is the centrepiece 
of the AGA's Real Life exhibit — although you 
get the feeling that the disorienting photo- 
graph of tiny-looking workmen unloading 
A Girl outside the gallery that appeared on 
the front page of the Edmonton Journal last 
week is the show's real coup. 





Seen up close, A Girl is definitely a compel- 
ling sight, especially the head, with one eye 
half-squinting vacantly up at you. Mueck 
captures that look of nascent intelligence 
that so many babies possess, and magnify- 
ing it to such a degree sends a very creepy 
chill running down your spine. 

Or is that chill merely the “uncanny valley” 
effect writ large — the same instinctive recoil 
we feel whenever we see the dead-eyed, 
smooth-skinned faces of the computer- 
generated “actors” in Beowulf or The Polar 
Express? It’s strange that Mueck’s sculptures 
make us feel so uneasy — but perhaps they 
feel too laboured-over to produce any feel- 
ings of spontaneous delight. Does Mueck 





take any delight in his creations? 

The limitations of Mueck’s work become 
more apparent in the adjacent room, where 
Old Woman in Bed is on display — a frail- 
looking, doll-like octogenarian the size of 
an infant curled up under her bedsheets. 
The piece is striking, but without the visual 
impact of A Girl's mammoth size (and with 
most of the old woman's body hidden), it 
feels merely like a sentimental tableau. 

A Girl reminds me of the cliche about Mt. 
Rushmore: if you're in the neighbourhood, 
you don't really have any choice but to check 
it out. And you kind of marvel at the work 
that went into it more than the meaning of 
the work itself. —Paul Matwychuk

There's a Tragically Hip song that 
goes, “Treading the boards, scream- 
ing out Macbeth just to see how much 
bad luck you really get,” invoking the 
long-held stage superstition that say- 
ing “Macbeth” aloud will curse the 
production. 

Yet, as if to bring the very word to 
mind, from the moment I arrive at 
Heritage Amphitheatre in Hawrelak 
Park, the wind gets malicious, the 
trees shudder as the crows and 
magpies cry out relentlessly, and all 
I can think is “What a great setting 
for a Shakespearian tragedy. Like 
Macbeth.” Suddenly the M word is 
on the tip of my tongue. I'll have to 
be careful to avoid calling the curse 
down upon the 21st season of the 
Freewill Shakespeare Festival — or 
on Marianne Copithorne in her first 
year as the festival's artistic director. 
Besides, this year the players are tak- 
ing on the vengeful Titus Andronicus 
and the spiraling misunderstandings 
of The Comedy of Errors. There’s no 
reason to even bring up Mackers. 

“When they did the Scottish play a 
few years ago, Marianne was an ac- 
tor as Lady M,” begins COE director 
Jeff Page over the cackling crows. Oh 
crap. | snap my mouth shut. “The 
night I came, it was blustering and 
it was the best design I’d ever seen 
in my life because I was already feel- 
ing spooky. Then this music came in, 
then the witches came in and it just 
kind of had this feeling of oppres- 
sion, like the weather helped oppress 
it in a weird way. 

“Afterwards I was talking to Mari- 
anne about it,” he continues, “and I 
was talking to her about a scene I re- 
ally liked and Marianne said to me, 
‘Well, you know, before that scene 
! was backstage and these squirrels 
ran up and got into the blood bowl. 
They were all covered in blood and 
scampering all around.’ And so Mar- 
ianne had to come onstage in a really 
dramatic furor about her husband 
and this ambition after having just 
watched these squirrels.” 

“They'd run out into the audience 
with little blood moustaches,” chips 
in Copithorne. 

And that, in one evening, is both 
the best and worst of the yearly 
open-air tribute to the Bard — the 
magic, the comedy, and the difficul- 
ties of having Mother Nature as your 
co-director. Titus Andronicus, how-

ever, demands that the production 
meet far more dangerous challenges 
than vampire squirrels. This year's 
company has the pleasure and pain 
of presenting one of Shakespeare's 
earliest and bloodiest tragedies 
which means plenty of staging prob- 
lems. How do you throw your actors 
into a pit without anyone getting 
hurt? And how to you tell this story 
of nearly incomprehensible circular 
revenge to a 21st-century audience? 

“Tt takes place in ancient Rome, 
it’s a pre-Christian society,” says 
Copithorne who is directing Titus 
“These aren't modern men in togas 
They're completely different animals 
and they have a different set of rules, 
because they are ruled by angry gods 
It's a very vengeful, revengeful kind 
of society. They love their family and 
they love their government, they love 
Rome and they'll do anything to pro- 
tect their family and their country.” 

But violence is as essential to 
Shakespeare as poetry. Why, even 
COE begins with a looming behead- 
ing — hey, nothing says “and hilarity 
ensues” like a death threat

time came to place it, to give it a look,

ours?’ It's this idea that the women 
are liberating themselves from this 
chaotic world that the men have cre- 
ated. Again there’s an echo to the 
Titus Andronicus thing there ... How 
do we move beyond the constraints 
of the past that are defining us, if our 
humanity can no longer thrive with- 
in those constraints?” 

So it is with Shakespeare. The 
man could turn entertainment into 


philosophy and back again. And he’s | 


still packing ‘em in over 400 years | 


later. “If you obey him and do what 
he intends it is the best ever,” Co- 
pithorne concludes. “If you screw 


around with it and lay in too much | 


of your own concept, it will sur- 
vive in spite of you, but it will stop 
your concept dead. If you fool with 
it too much, he won't tolerate it be- 
cause his work is too strong. It’s just 
too strong.” 

And even Mother Nature respects 
that. Cue thunder and villainous 
wind...

No, we’re not talking about a fabu- 
lous pair of Manolo Blahniks (which, 
admittedly, might be classed as the 
greatest indoor shoe on earth).

We're talking about really big shoes 
—as in the clown variety. We're talk- 
ing about the Edmonton Internation- 
al Street Performers Festival, which 
kicks off in Churchill Square this 
Friday. And of course, it's not just 
about clowns. It’s about every kind 
of performer imaginable. Jugglers, 
magicians, comedians, improvisers, 
stilt-walkers, fire-breathers — if you 
can dream it, they will come. 

And come they do, from down the 
street and all over the world. And 
they come because the festival is a 
great opportunity to directly connect 
audiences and performers. There is 
no fourth wall on the street, and per- 
formers and audiences alike love the 
chance to interact and play together. 

“I think, for me, that's my favor- 
ite thing about street performing, 
and the Edmonton festival,” says 
Vancouver-based David Aiken, oth- 
erwise known as Checkerboard Guy.

“When we make love, we release oxytocin and a lot 
of other feel-good hormones — dopamine, epineph- 
rine,” says intimacy expert Dr. Rebecca Rosenblat.
